The experrence ot the writer took Him en- 
tirely by surprise. He was at ofe time 
entitely alone among them, in one of the 
most. secluded aud least instructed parts of 
Hawaii. The most abundant opportunities 
for pilfering were daily occurring. but not in 
one jastanee was his contidence in them 
misplaced. He has given open bureau 
. drawers, tilled with clothing, and pails and 
blankets filled with many things tempting tu 
, a native’s eye, to be catried by strange men 
women and children over a foot path ot 
/ twelve miles, all along which were conveni- 
ent places of concealment; but he never 
knew That an article was taken. Missionaries 
have for many years been accustomei to go 
from the difierent Islands to General Meeting, 
tak ing their families with them. and leaving 
their houses ungarded. Only in three in- 
stances has house or property been disturbed. 
These were ot late occurrence, and in one or 
two cases the evidence was conclusive that 
foreigners were the instigators or the thieves. 
It is not pretended that the natives do not 
Steal. Nor is it pretended that there would 
bo vastly more ot it but for the laws. (lu 
what country would there not be’) But it 
is only asserted, without fear of denial, that, 
however much ef this vice is still prevalent, 
it has greatly diminished, from former years. 
Indeed there is far 8 of pro- 
pfterty from petty theft, even in sea ports, 
than in most cities of Europe and America.

CONCLUSION. 
Grant that much remains to be done, it is 
also true that much has already been done.

Generally 
speaking, the Islanders have too closely im- 
itated the vices of the whites, and fallen into 
the prevailing habits of the country. But 
the few church members among them, have, 
with two or three exceptions, stood firm: 
Indeed pious Americans have often gone to 
their meetings on the Sabbath, though unable 
to understand their language, to get awa 
from their own noisy encampments. Throug 
me they have advanced money and ordered 
Bibles and hymn books, and the native news- 
paper, one supply ot which has been receiv- 
ed aud distributed. In one of their encamp- 
ments, a graduate of the Lahainaluna Semi- 
nary teaches a daily morning school, as well 
as preachers on the Sabbath. 

Such are the tacts with which the writer 
is familiar both here and at the [slands.
